Obama Urges Congress 
To Delay Budget Cuts 


President: Short-term 
euts and higher taxes 
could stall sequester 

Washington 

Eager to buy time and avoid eco- 
nomic pain. President Barack 
Obama pressed Congress on Tues- 
day to pass targeted short-term 
spending cuts and higher taxes 
as a way to put off sweeping, auto- 
matic cuts that would slice deep- 
ly into military and domestic pro- 
grams starting March 1. 

Meanwhile Tuesday, on the 
House floor. Republicans in an 
attempt at political messaging took 
up legislation to require Obama to 
submit a budget that would balance 
within a decade or specify when it 
would come to balance. 

Obama made his case min- 
utes after the Congressional Bud- 
get Office released revised budget 
projections that showed the defi- 
cit will drop to $845 billion this 
year, the first time during Obama’s

presidency that the red ink would 
fall below $1 trillion. The budget 
office also said the economy will 
grow slowly in 2013, hindered by 
a tax increase enacted in January 
and by the automatic spending cuts 
scheduled to take effect this spring. 

It is those cuts that Obama is 
seeking to put off with less onerous 
measures. Neither the president nor 
White House aides specified what 


those measures should be. 

“There’s no reason that the 
jobs of thousands of American 
who work in national security or 
education or clean energy, not to 
mention the growth of the entire 
economy, should be put in jeopardy 
just because folks in Washington 
couldn’t come together,” he said. 

Obama said Congress needs 
more time to work out a 10 -year

The Pentagon has decided to extend 
certain benefits to the spouses of 
gay and lesbian personnel, accord- 
ing to officials and people notified 
about the decision, responding to 
the increasingly vocal appeals of 


same-sex couples in the military. 

The military expects to 
announce the decision this week. 

Officials at the Pentagon would 
not say which new benefits the 
department has determined it can 
extend to same-sex couples without 
violating the Defense of Marriage 
Act, a 1996 law that bars the feder- 
al government from legally recog- 
nizing same-sex unions. Gay rights 
advocates have called for benefits 
including housing privileges and 


joint duty assignments for couples 
in the military. 

Legal experts say, however, 
that the Pentagon will be unable 
to extend more than 100 benefits 
while the act remains in place. 

The new guidelines will be 
departing Secretary of Defense Leon 
Panetta’s final imprint on the armed 
forces. They come on the heels of 
two landmark changes under his 
tenure: the rescinding of the ban 
on openly gay service members

and the decision to allow women 
to serve in combat units.

Bulgaria: Hezbollah Bombed Bus 



Militants led July’s 
deadly attack on 
Israelis, officials say 

Sofia, Bulgaria 

Hezbollah was behind a bus attack 
that killed five Israeli tourists in 
Bulgaria last year, investigators 
said Tuesday, describing a sophis- 
ticated bombing carried out by a 
terrorist cell that included Canadi- 
an and Australian citizens. 

The first major announcement 
in the investigation carried broad 
diplomatic implications, as coun- 
tries that consider the Shiite mili- 
tant group to be a terrorist organi- 
zation called on Europe — which 
has resisted such a move — to crack 
down on the group. The U.S. and 
Canada consider it a terrorist group. 

Two of the three suspects had 
been in Lebanon for years, one with 
a Canadian passport and the other 
with an Australian one. Interior 
Minister Tsvetan Tsvetanov said. 

“We have well-grounded rea- 


sons to suggest that the two were 
members of the militant wing of 
Hezbollah,” Tsvetanov said. 

Lebanese Prime Minister Najib 
Mikati condemned the attack and 
said his country would cooperate. 

Hezbollah, a Shiite militant 
group and political party in Leb- 
anon, has been linked to attacks 
and kidnappings on Israeli and 
Jewish interests around the world. 


The group has denied involve- 
ment in the Bulgaria bombing. 

The bomb exploded as the Israe- 
li tourists traveled in the Black Sea 
resort of Burgas. The blast also 
killed the Bulgarian driver and 
the suspected bomber. 

The investigators found no links 
to Iran, which Israel had accused 
of playing a role in the attack.

U.K. Moves 
Closer to 
Same-Sex 
Marriages 


London 

British lawmakers on Tuesday 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of 
a bill to legalize same-sex mar- 
riage championed by Prime Minis- 
ter David Cameron, despite stron- 
ger-than-expected opposition from 
within his Conservative Party. 

In a first House of Commons 
vote, lawmakers voted 400 to 175 
in support of the legislation. There 
was strong support from the left- 
leaning Labour Party and Liberal 
Democrats party, but many Con- 
servatives rejected the proposals. 

Earlier in the day, Cameron said 
passing the bill is “an important 
step forward” for Britain. 

The bill will have to go through 
more detailed parliamentary 
debates and a vote in the House of 
Lords, where a vote in favor is likely 
given the strong support Tuesday. 
If it becomes law, the proposed bill 
would enable same-sex couples to 
get married in both civil and reli- 
gious ceremonies, provided that 
the religious institution consents. 

Officials have stressed that all 
religious organizations can decide 
if they want to “opt in.” The provi- 
sions would take effect in 2015. (ap)

ICC Speed Limit to Rise 


New Limit of 60 mph 
will go into effect on 
highway by March 31 

Annapolis, Md. 

The Maryland Transportation 
Authority announced Monday 
that it will increase the speed limit 
on the Intercounty Connector to 
60 mph from the current 55 mph 
limit. The new speed limit will 
become effective by March 31. 


Drivers have complained 
that because the ICC is usually 
uncrowded or empty, it is easy to 
drift over the 55 mph limit. The 
MDTA began an engineering study 
last year to explore the issue, and 
it found that the speed limit could 
be safely increased. Warning signs 
before curves will also be added to 
the roadway, as recommended by 
the study. 

An analysis of crashes that 
occurred during the ICC’s first full 
year of operations, from December 


2011 through December 2012, also 
found that speeding was not to 
blame for most of these accidents. 

The ICC was designed for a 
60 mph speed limit. The authori- 
ty said it believes the speed limit 
increase will save drivers about 
90 seconds of travel time. 

Last month, about two dozen 
lawmakers in Maryland co-spon- 
sored a bill that would let the 
state raise speed limits to 70 mph 
on the ICC and other highways.

Va. Currency Is Closer to Reality 


Conservatives say 
bill safeguards state 
against bank failure 

Richmond, Va. 

A proposal to study whether Vir- 
ginia should adopt its own curren- 
cy passed the state House of Del- 
egates on Monday after gaining 
support from a number of conser- 
vative economists. 

Del. Bob Marshall, R-Prince 
William, has been fighting for the 
bill for three years as a safeguard 
against what he believes is a cen- 
tral banking system that has swung 
out of control. 


But until Monday, the plan 
seemed little more than a quixot- 
ic quest. The House voted 65 to 32 
to approve the measure. 

“Our nation’s most fundamen- 
tal principles — equal rights, rule 
of law, private property rights, 
individual liberty — still require 
a dependable dollar to be mean- 
ingfully preserved,” the bill reads. 

The plan calls for spending 
$17,440 to create a 10-member com- 
mission, which would determine 
the “need, means and schedule 
for establishing a metallic-based 
monetary unit” — in other words, 
a return to a gold standard. 

Republican Gov. Bob McDonnell 
has said in the past that he does not

Uncomfortable with the Obama 
administration’s use of deadly 
drones, a growing number in Con- 
gress are looking to limit America’s 
authority to kill suspected terror- 
ists, even U.S. citizens. The Demo- 
cratic-led outcry was emboldened 
by the revelation in a newly sur- 
faced Justice Department memo 
that shows drones can strike 
against a wider range of threats, 
with less evidence, than previous- 
ly believed. 

The drone program, which has 
been used from Pakistan across the 
Middle East and into North Afri- 
ca to find and kill an unknown 
number of suspected terrorists, is 
expected to be a top topic of debate 
when the Senate Intelligence Com- 
mittee grills John Brennan, the 
White House’s pick for CIA chief, 
at a hearing Thursday. 

The White House on Tuesday 
defended its lethal drone program 
by citing the very laws that some 
in Congress once believed were 
appropriate in the years immedi- 
ately after the Sept. 11 attacks but 
now think may be too broad. 

“The original authorization 
of use of force, I think, is being 
strained to its limits,” Sen. Chris 
Coons, D-Del., said recently. 

Rep. Steny Hoyer of Maryland, 
the No. 2 Democrat in the House, 
said Tuesday that “it deserves a 
serious look at how we make the 
decisions in government to take 
out, kill, eliminate, whatever word 
you want to use, not just American 
citizens but other citizens as well.” 

Earlier this week, a group of 
11 Democratic and Republican 
senators urged President Barack 
Obama to release a classified Jus- 


tice Department legal opinion justi- 
fying when U.S. counterterror mis- 
sions, including drone strikes, can 
be used to kill U.S. citizens abroad.

administration’s decision to kill 
al-Qaeda suspects without any 
evidence that imminent attacks 
are being planned against the U.S. 

The memo was immediately 
decried by civil liberties groups as 
“profoundly disturbing” — espe- 
cially in light of 2011 U.S. drone 
strikes in Yemen that killed three 
U.S. citizens: Anwar al-Awlaki, his 
16 -year- old-son and Samir Khan. 

White House spokesman Jay 
Carney on Tuesday called the 
strikes “legal, ethical and wise.” 
He also said they are covered by a 
law that Congress approved allow- 
ing the use of “all necessary and 
appropriate force” against al- Qae- 
da and other groups believed to be 
helping the terror network, includ- 
ing the use of drone strikes. 

Both the CIA and the U.S. mil- 
itary are currently authorized to 
remotely pilot unmanned, mis- 
sile-carrying drones against ter- 
ror suspects. 

It’s unknown exactly how many 
strikes have been carried out, but 
experts say that drone attacks in 
Pakistan are conducted by the CIA, 
while those in Yemen and Somalia, 
for example, are by military forces. 

The drone debate puts Obama 
— himself a former civil rights law- 
yer — in the awkward position of 
carrying out lethal attacks in secret 
and bucking his political allies in 
the Democratic Party. 

Still, experts who closely watch 
the U.S. drone policy say it’s unlike- 
ly that Congress can — or will — 
do much to scale back their use for 
fear of being seen as soft on terror- 
ism.
